with the robbery of 
the institution on the 26th of Febru- 
ary when currency 
to the amount of 
about 
$39,000 and bonds of a consid- 
erable amount, 
were taken from the 
vault of the bank. 
Immediately 
following the robbery 
the stockholders 
restored the amount 
that had been taken so that the bank 
itself suffered 
no loss. 
In 
addition 
to the amount restored by the stock- 
holders 
and directors, the bank 
had 
a surplus of about $10,000 and will re- 
ceive either the burglary insurance or 
the personal 
insurance on the bond 
under 
which Sullivan's 
sureties were 
liable to the bank as cashier. 
When 
the insurance money is received, 
as 
the matter now stands, the First 
Na- 
tional will have greater resources than 
before the robbery occurred. 
President J. J. Randall in a state- 
ment to the News states that the re- 
sources 
of the bank were in no way 
jeopardized 
by the robbery 
but that 
the directors and stockholders 
as indi- 
viduals suffered the loss as they re 
placed the money immediately.
